LONDON—The lord mayor recently 
entertained at luncheon at the Mansion 
House the president, Lord Reay and the 
members of the International Colonial 
Institute.

ALL clocks first came into France in the early part of the seven-

The master designer worked 
out his idea in wood before making the clock in bronze, and the wooden 
models were sold for a song.

In a bed room there is a beautiful little French clock that is the only 
object allowed on the mantel shelf.. The beautiful carving of the mirror 
frame back of it seems a4 part of the clock, a deliberate background for 
it. This is one of the many wall clocks which were known as bracket 
clocks, the bracket being as carefully designed and carved as the clock it- 
self. 

The American clock makers of the eighteenth century made many of

picked up. In construction, they are very much like the old cuckoo clock, 
which comes to us from Switzerland, and the. tile clock, from Holland. 
These clocks, with long, exposed weights and pendulum, have fot the 
dignity of the wall clocks of the French, which were as complete in them- 
selves as fine bas reliefs, and of equal decorative importance, 

Every room in my house has its clock, and to me these little instru- 
They seem always friendly’ to 
me, whether they mark off the hours that weigh heavily or, the happy 
I love clocks so much myself that it 
always astonishes me to go into a room where there is none. 

I have the smallest clock in the World which strikes the hours; there 
are mtany tiny ones made which strike if one touches a spring, but my 
clock strikes always of itself. Cartier, who designed and made ‘this ex- 
traordinary timepiece, assures me that he has never seen so small a clock 
which strikes, It is very pleasant to have this little clock, with its 
friendly chime with me when I am in some strange howie.

GARDENING CLUBS ORGANIZE 
AND HAVE GOVERNMENT HELP 


Many in West and cel | 
Learning to Get Greatest Re- 
sults. in Raising Tomatoes, 
Potatoes and Other Vegetables 


LUBS for the promoting of garden- 
ing have become numerous in the 
morthern, north-central and _ western 
states. The bureau of plant industry of 
the United States department of agricul- 
ture has been active of late in assisting 
the members of these clubs to get the 
moet out of their plots. Pamphlets are 
issued at stated intervals.

“As soon as the first true leaves have | 
developed on the tomato plant,” it | 
said by the expert, “transplant them to | 
pots or to tin cans in which canned vege- 
tables have been received. The cans used 
for tomatoes furnish a very good size 
for use as a pot for the young plants. 
If tin cans are used, a convenient method 
is to melt the top and bottom off which 
will usually also unsolder the seam at 
the side. Tie a string around the rim 
thus formed and use it as a pot in which 
to set the young plants. Transplant 
about one fourth more plants to these 
cans than will be needed to plant the 
area to be devoted to the work. Place 
these transplanted plants in a cold frame 
or hotbed and give them careful atten- 
tion until conditions in the open will 
justify their being planted. At the time 
of transplanting them to the field slip a 
shingle or trowel under the can as it 
is to be lifted and transfer it to a carry- 
ing board.” 

Advice is given as to this planting in 
the open. Ordinarily the tomatoes

should not be placed in the open, it is 
said, until the earliest strawberries have 
begun to color. At planting time, if the 
plants are to be tied to stakes, the rows 
should be iaid off four feet apart and the 
plants set two feet apart in the row, 
which will allow 67 plants in each row, 
making a total of 603 plants on the one 
tenth acre. : 


It is further advised not to allow more 
than three shoots to develop from near 
the base of each plant. As they grow 
the plants should be tied carefully to a 
stake at least four feet tall, driven in 
the soil beside each plant. In _ tying, 
eare should be had to use soft twine, 
making first a tie around the stake and a 
loose loop under the base of a leaf and 
around the stem, so as to avoid cutting 
the stem of the plant as it increases in 
§1Ze., 

The bureau of pliant industry also 
furnished much information as to how 
the club should proceed for the purpose 
f getting the largest revenue from the 
product when it is ready for market or 
canning.

to have it as near the house as possible.

A 
plat of land 24 by 227 feet contains ap- 
proximately one eighth acre. This width 
allows nine rows of 32 inches or eight 
rows of 36 inches. If there are no ac- 
ceptable varieties grown in the respective 
neighborhood the state experiment sta- 
tion or the United States department of 
agriculture will supply the needed infor- 
mation, 

As to how to proceed with planting, 
William Stuart, the government horti- 
culturist, says: 

“Select tubers of uniform shape and 
medium size. Cut seed into pieces 
containing from two to four eyes. A good 
sized piece will, as a general rule, give 
a larger yield than a small one. Reject 
all seed showing brownish or blackish 
spots or rings in the flesh. As a rule it 
is better to cut and plant the seed the 
same dav. When the soil is hot and

~ mew currency law doubtless will greatly rem- 
edy things in the United States, but it seems that something more 
is needed to ease matters in other parts of the world. The clearing 
away of the war clouds in Europe has not brought the relief so far 
that had been confidently hoped for. Announcement of new gov- 
ernmental loans this week and the unsatisfied demands for capital 
in other directions have tended to create a very unsettled condition 
in the securities markets. Further liquidation has resulted on all 
of the leading stock exchanges of the world. Prices have crumbled 
and new low records have been established in the present decline 
of prices. So far as observation goes the principal thing needed to 
help the money market is more confidence. Legislation is a good 
thing and a new currency system is considered imperative; but so 
long as so much fear of future contingencies embraces the financial 
world, purse strings will be tightened and no amount of law-making 
will bring money out of its hiding place. , 

There is no doubt that the impending tariff law is largely 
responsible for the uneasiness felt in the United States. Men who 
have money to invest are not tempted to buy either stocks or bonds, 
even at the present low level of prices, for the reason that they think 
still better bargains are to be obtained later. Many of these call to 
mind what occurred under the Wilson tariff law when business 
became stagnant, prices of securities melted away, and trading on 
the New York stock exchange became as quiet as it has been recently. 
But conditions at present are not the same as they were in 1894-96, 
when the Wilson law was operative. A financial panic and a short 
wheat crop were features in 1895, providing a very unfavorable 
situation for business under the tariff revision in the years following. 
In 1894 there was a big shortage in the corn crop, and in 1896 wheat, 
oats, barley, rye and cotton were much below the average yield. On 
top of this, business was handicapped -by monetary conditions. 
Business has expanded remarkably since then. The crops have been 
good. ‘There has been no general crop tailure in more than a dozen 
years. The new tariff is not likely to hurt as much as the fear of 
it is hurting. A little more grit and less pessimistic talk would go 
a long distance toward starting an improvement.

Felker a fearless opponent of extravagance, 
and his vetoes of even the highway appropriations, which are a 
popular class in the list of costly undertakings, were at least brave 
attempts to reduce the state’s burden. Neither Legislature nor Gov- 
crnor appears to have questioned the grant of $140,000 for the 
single item of maintenance of the normal schools. Proportionately 
to the demand for public training for teaching, the state is not less 
liberal than Massachusetts, which last year spent nearly a half mil- 
Jion for the support of these schools. The exact amount was $459,- 
707, of which all but $20,000 was raised by taxation. 

Freedom from public observation and questioning cannot be 
claimed to be desirable for any branch of service. Even one that, 
by its nature, demands and receives the services of high-minded men 
in administrative places has to gain by as close an accounting, not 
in dollars alone but in results, as is possible. There was a period, 
not very remote, when the normal schools of Massachusetts were 
not free from the defects that easily occur when there is less than 
a strong and intimate oversight in the interest of the public and the 
taxpayer. They were singularly independent institutions, with their 
development influenced largely by the personal policies of their 
principals and with an equipment that ran to one extreme or 
another or was deficient in one and excessive in another, according 
as there happened to be skill in the head of the particular school in 
bringing about special legislation. This condition, it is due to the 
present administration to say, has been largely corrected. The.last 
report of the state board shows that a policy has been adopted of 
bringing about some uniformity of methods in the schools and con- 
sidering the ten that are supported by the state as a system instead 
of as units. That all has been accomplished in this direction that 
could be desired, the board and the efficient commissioner would 
probably not claim. 

With the extensive provision of ten normal schools, there is the 
opportunity to make of some of them special institutions for the 
training of teachers for a specific work. This, in a degree, has been 
brought about by the making of special courses at certain of them, 
the department for training of manual arts teachers at Fitchburg 
being an instance. At no one school, it is to be assumed, can the 
general task of preparing teachers for the common schools be 
neglected in an effort to specialize, but each of them has the pos- 
sibility of adding to this common purpose the preparation for 
departmental teaching. The intent of the normal school has not 
varied from what was developed by Horace Mann in that fruitful 
period of eleven years when he practically made over the system of 
public schools and added the normal school to the outfit: but the 
normal school has greatly expanded in its development, and the need 
is that it be kept expanding. The administration of Dr. Snedden is 
not open to criticism on that point; it only needs to be upheld by 
the entire corps of the normal school instructors and by the public.

sections and regardless of political faiths. 
The McLean law may be what could prop- 
erly be called an interstate commerce meas- 
ure and its enforcement, and hence the measure of its usefulness, is 
within the discretion of the department of agriculture. The game 
laws of the various states of the Union, and those statutes regulating 
the territories, under which the feathered tribe has hitherto received 
its protection, are varied both as to the birds and the season for 
which protection is provided. These laws have had as their osten- 
sible purpose the protection of certain birds and animals, but the 
most casual glance into the instigation of these laws will show 
another purpose, the primary one, to which all others are of secondary 
concern. United States game laws, at least in their present status, 
are with hardly any exceptions the work of the sportsman. He has 
wanted the game protected and has used his influence upon the law- 
making power to protect it. He has spent money, organized clubs 
and conducted campaigns of publicity to accomplish this end. And 
what he has accomplished must be admitted a great improvement 
upon conditions as he found them. Had it not been for his activity 
more American game would have become extinct, especially among 
the feathered tribes, and he deserves the thanks and praise of all 
lovers of birds and of nature’s animal friends for the results of his 
interest. 

But even while acknowledging the sportsman’s part in this 
protection, it becomes wise on the part of those interested in the 
birds and game of the country, especially in face of this newly pro- 
posed guardianship, to see what motive there may have been back 
of the sportsman’s acts. Did he wish to protect birds because he 
loved birds for themselves, or was it to save them for some other 
purpose he had in view? We believe a higher motive than that 
which has so far dominated should be under the

McLean law, such a motive as niay bring.a protection more com- 
prehensive than any yet operated for man’s little feathered friends. 
There are many ways in which this may be accomplished, but with 
a federal statute and a department of the federal government to 
look after them, the birds of America should be comparatively sate. 
Even a proper law will be of, little avail, however, unless proper 
and intelligent attention 1s given to its entorcement. 
Conspicuous among the honors conferred 
by Columbia University this week were the 
degrees awarded to Professor Eucken, the 
German philosopher, and to Henry Sydnor 
Harrison, the promising Virgiman novelist, 
who has come to join Thomas Nelson Page, 
Mary Johnston and Ellen Glasgow in prov- 
ing the Old Dominion’'s virility in matters 
intellectual and artistic. To Timothy Cole, 
inatchless engraver on wood and exponent of 
an art undeservedly under a temporary eclipse, the doors of the 
American Academy of Arts and Letters have been opened, and he 
has become an American “immortal.” 

In France, Romain Rolland, playwright, novelist and critic, 
author of “Jean Cristophe” and other works of more than ordinary 
merit, has been awarded by the French academy its grand prize of 
$2000. Upon J. M. Barrie, writer of stories and plays, and a 
humanist, the title of baronet has been conferred by King George 
V. At Oxford University, William C. Greene, a Rhodes scholar 
from the state of Massachusetts, who last year won the Newdigate 
prize, has been given the Charles Oldham prize for an essay upon 
“The Sea Power in the Greek Poets.”’ 

Here ts a grouping of otherwise unrelated facts pertaining to 
artists working in very different-mediums, facts that take on a cer- 
tain unity because ot the element of reward for talent or genius 
shown that is to be detected in each case. The honors fall from 
the hands of very different donors, roval and academic, cor- 
porate and personal. But they are the evidence that humanity, 
whether speaking through a symbolic sovereign, an ancient univer- 
sity or academy, or a newly-created circle of “immortals,” still has 
respect tor the man with imagination, skill in depicting life, and 
power to deal philosophically with its verities and its mysteries. 

Toa great ruler, to an ancient seat of learning, or to an academy 
of eminent men already crowned, there can hardly be greater satis- 
faction than this power to recognize merit, to say “Come up higher.”’ 
The power to separate and to elevate through such awards should, 
and ustially does, carry with it a sense of responsibility. Certainly 
in the case of the American universities there is a waxing sense of 
care lest honors lavishly bestowed be rated cheaply. ‘There was 
need of such reform.

THERE is a side to the new Nicaragua canal 
route treaty that is as little known as it 1s 
noteworthy. That is the concern of Costa 
Rica in the granting to the United States of 
the exclusive right to build a canal across 
Nicaragua. And Costa Rica's concern 1s 
not merely based on the circumstance of the 
proposed canal route, in so far as it utilizes 
the course of the San Juan river, forming 
for a greater or lesser distance the boundary 
between the two countries. It has a specific basis in the border 
treaty concluded between Costa Rica and Nicaragua in April, 1858, 
of which Article 8 says that if the agreements entered into by 
Nicaragua for the construction of the canal or the improvement of 
transit should expire, the Nicaraguan government agrees not to 
enter into further agreements for the same purpose without previous 
consultation with Costa Rica. What is of especial interest at this 
time is the fact that this article was properly ratified and included 
in the arbitral award rendered by President Cleveland, to whom the 
two republics had submitted their border claims on March 22 of 
the same year. Paragraphs 10 and 11 of the award make specific 
reference to Article 8 of the treaty, interpreting it to the effect that 
it binds the republic of Nicatagua not to give any future concessions 
for a canal or interoceanic traffic without previously asking the 
opinion of Costa Rica; but holding that it does not entitle the latter 
republic to a voice in any such negotiations “although in cases where 
the construction of the canal might be prejudicial to the natural 
interests of Costa Rica, the latter’s opinion must be conégidered in 


the light of something more than advisory.” President Cleveland’s 
award goes on to say that “it appears that, in such cases. Costa 
Rica's consent is necessary, and that she may demand financial com- 
pensation for such concessions as may be asked of her, while she 
may not lay claim to a participation in the revenues or benefits 
accruing to Nicaragua for privileges granted.” 

When the new treaty between Nicaragua and the United 
tates was announced, the Costa Rican government immediately 
protested, through the diplomatic channels, not against the treaty 
but against the violation of the agreement of 1888 by Nicaragua in 
not approaching Costa Rica beforehand as stipulated. But it would 
not be surprising if Costa Rica concluded that this was actually one 
of those cases where, according to the Cleveland award, not only 
her opinion but her consent is necessary. Nor could she be blamed 
for regarding as prejudicial to her interests her sudden geographical 
isolation between two interoceanic canal routes, dominated, together 
with the political entities involved, by the United States. Not that 
any action by the Costa Ricay government will at all change the 
course of events at this time, but the development is worthy of con- 
sideration because it affords an atimirable opportunity for conciliat- 
ing, on the basis of the award rendered by President Wilson's Demo- 
cratic predecessor in office, that republic which in the regeneration of 
Central America, as so often pointed out by this paper, is not only 
the logical but the indispensable partner of the United States.

Add to this the mollifying 
effect of the pressure brought to bear upon 
war-brands by friends and admirers of America among statesmen, 
educators, journalists and captains of industry, and it is not surpris- 
ing to learn that the ministry, in the formal reply to the United 
States just received at Washington, has so couched .its dissent that 
President Wilson can discover no reason to be other than optimistic 
about ultimate settlement on grounds of equity and by methods of 
diplomacy. : 

Until something like an official summary of the respective posi- 
tions of the two nations appears it is a delicate and unsatisfactory 
task to proceed with further comment. If it be true that Japan has 
abstained from pressing the issue of naturalization now, she has 
shown tactical strategy. Nevertheless it is the real crux of the 
clash, and until it is made clear what the American position is to 
be, there can hardly be hope for enduring amity. To say this, how- 
ever, does not insinuate that there are not aspects of “colonization 
without naturalization” which are serious and that call for discussion 
by representatives ot the two peoples. 

Also clamant for discussion and- for sensible action is the 
issue, as between single or dual authority with respect to 
control of resident aliens of any clime, an issue that already has 
brought the United States into friction with more than one power, 
As soon as can be, without seeming to act in a disciplinary way 
coward offending states, Congress should take up this anomalous 
and indefensible condition, and set in motion forces that ultimately 
will make the nation supreme. No sentimental attachment and not 
even a rational conviction as to “‘states’ rights” should stand in the 
way. of making it possible for the nation to keep its treaty pledges 
and to provide just freatment to aliens
